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REMARKS 

Reconsideration and the timely allowance of the pending claims, in view of the 
following remarks, arc respectfully requested. 

In the Office Action dated February 7, 2006, the Examiner rejected claims 1-3, 
under 35 U.S.C § 102(e), as allegedly being anticipated by Kamiguchi '534 (U.S. Patent 
No. 6,527,534); rejected claims 4-6, under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a), as allegedly being 
unpatentable over Kamiguchi '534 in view o f Qhno *658 (U.S. Patent No. 5.492,658); and 
provisionally rejected claims 1-3 and claims 4-6 > under non-statutory double patenting, as 
allegedly being unpatentable over claims 3-4 and claims 1-2 and 5-6, respectively, of 
Matsubavashi '877 (U.S. Patent No. 6,669,877), 

The Examiner also objected to claim 6 as allegedly containing certain 
informalities. 

By this Amendment, claims 2-3 and 5-6 have been amended to provide a clearer 
presentation of the claimed subject matter and claims 1 and 4 have been cancelled 
without prejudice or disclaimer. As such, claims 2-3 and 5-6 remain pending in this 
application. 

Applicants submit that no new matter has been introduced and that the claim 
changes to claim 6 correct the minor informalities contained therein. Accordingly, 
Applicant respectfully requests the immediate withdrawal of the objection to claim 6. 

Applicants respectfully traverse the prior art rejections, under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) 
and §103 (a) for the following reasons. 

I. Prior Art Rejections 

As noted above, independent claim 2 positively recites obtaining a pattern 
characterizing torque of an ejector-pin driving motor relative to time or a position of an 
ejector pin based on when a molded product is normally removed. This feature is 
amply supported by the embodiments disclosed in the Specification. (See, e.g.,
